The structure to be 
built that a clearance of over 100 feet 
will be possible through the draw open- 
ing and a type of draw has been 
agreed on which if Superintendent 
Rourke can get approved will facil- 
itate commerce and at the same time 
cut down delays to overbridge traffic. 
The type would prevent frequent opens 
for small boats. 

Colonel Abbot informed Mr. Rourke 

that he would take the necessary steps 
to have the contractors dredging the 35. 
foot channel in the harbor so arrange 
itheir work that the dredging would go 
_right into the drawspan of the proposed 
structure. He also said he would fur- 
ther see that a 32-foot channel was given 
to the Mystic river on the upstream side 
‘of the bridge. 
It is declared possible that the city of 
‘Boston may be able to construct the 
structure for less than the $250,000 pro 
posed.

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SPAIN AMBASSADOR 


RECALLED FROM 
TIGA BY KIN 


SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain—At the con- 
tlusion of a conference Friday evening 
between King Alfonso and Premier Can- 
alejas, it was announced that Marquis 
Emilio de Ojeda, Spanish ambassador to 
the Vatican, had been recalled. At the 
same time the opinion was expressed 
that a rupture with the Vatican was 
inevitable. 

Senor Canalejas told the King that 
the government could noz accept the 
conditions of the Vatican's last note and 
that the Vatican would be so informed. 
Premier Canalejas will continue his anti- 
clerical program, counting upon the sup- 


port of King Alfonso. 
During the negotiations between Spain 


and the Vatican over the church and 


‘state situation, Maruis de Ojeda on July 


2 suspended negotiations, and last Mon- 
day it was stated that he was insisting 
in the most pressing terms on being re- 
lieved of his duties as ambassador to 
the Vatican. 

When he assumed the premiership 
Feb. 10 of this year, Senor Canalajas 
announced that it would be his chief aim 
to settle all national questions, particu- 
larly those with the Vatican concerning 
the reform of the concordat of 1851 and 
the status of religious orders and the 
advancement of public education. He ap- 
pealed to the Cortes for support in the 
struggle “to Europeanize and modernize 
Spain.” , 

Following much dissension in Parlia- 
ment. a royal decree April 14 dissolved 
the Cortes, and in Mav elections Were 
held which resulted in a victory for the 
government. Shortly afterward, on June 
ll, a decree amending the constitution 
authorizing edifices of non-Catholic re- 
ligious societies to display the insignia 
for public worship and other ceremonies 
Were promulgated, , 

The Vatican protested against this de- 


cree and declared that it would break off | 


pending negotiations if it were not with- 
drawn. Religious disorders broke out in 
numerous places in Spain because of the 
government’s adherence to the policy of 
Senor Canalejas.

Mar- 
quis de Ojeda himself has been insisting 
on his return on the ground that the 
position of the government at Rome no 
longer was tenable and that he consid- 
ereda a break between the Vatican and 
the government imminent. 

Spain's initiative in recalling Ambassa- 
dor de Ojeda is expected to be followed 
by the departure from Madrid of Mon- 
signor Vico, the papal nucio, when the 
break will be complete.

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THE CAMELS OF BAGDAD 


ETB 


EARLY 90,000 camels are used in the 
vilayet of Bagdad as beasts of bur- 
den, and with donkeys they form the 
only means of carrying goods to inland 
points, Camel caravans go in “strings,” 
seven camels to the string, with two 
men in charge. For a camel 450 pounds 
is a good load, the pack being divided 
into halves. A burdened camel travels 
two miles an hour; on long trips across 
the desert 12 miles a day is an average 
march, though swift messengers, like the 
mounted dromedary posts from Bagdad 
to Mossul and Damascus, make 40, 50 
aml even more miles at a stretch. 
Freight between Bagdad and inland 
points in Mesopotamia is commonly 
packed in pairs of bales, each bale weigh- 
ing about 225 pounds, for the conveni- 
ence of camel drivers in loading. The 
rates charged for-carrying freight across 
the desert vary with conditions, being 
lowest when camels are cheap, labor and 
pasture plentiful and freight offerings 
none too numerous. For a common bur- 
den came] $30 is a fair price, though the 
trotters or swift messenger camels are 
worth more. A young camel can some- 
times be had about Bagdad for as little 
as $3 or $4.

Shoes are made 
from its tough, calloused hide and 
times of famine its brittle, strong-tasting 
flesh is eaten. Condensed milk, made by 
boiling fresh camel milk until evapora- 
tion leaves only a hard, chalky sub- 
stance, is prized among the desert no- 
mads. By rubbing this substance be- 
tween the hands it reduces to powder 
and when mixed with warm water it 
makes a refreshing drink highly esteemed 
among the desert folk. ‘“Mereesy,” as 
it is called, will keep in good condition 
for two years. When made from butter- 
milk it tastes sour and is prized among 
Arabs who haye eaten much of sweet 
dates. Fresh, warm camel milk is also 
the food of many valuable horses owned 
by desert sheiks. 

Camel calves are weaned in their 
eleventh or twelfth month. When a camel 
cdravan is on the march the very young 
camels are often tied upon the backs of 
the mother animals, since they cannot 
endure the fatigue of a long march. 


REFUGE FOR THE BIRDS. 

For founding and maintaining perpet- 
ually a home for the birds a Cincinnati 
woman has set aside the sum of $250,000. 
Two acres of land have been purchased 
and it is proposed to build thereon all 
kinds of houses for all kinds of birds. 

This ground will be made secure 
against the invasion of cats, small boys 
and other enemies of the feathered tribes, 
and it is expected that birds of many 
species will be attracted to the place. 

The birds will be “studied” under al- 
most ideal conditions and all the work 
of the big aviary will be carried on under 
the direction of the University of Cin- 
cinnati.—Our Dumb Animals.

And yet, if a girl will give time to 
the task, such waists may be washed 
and ironed at home for comparatively 
little money, says the San Francisco 
Bulletin. = 

Of course, tailored waists that re- 
quire starching must be sent to the 
laundry, but such fabrics as -madras and 
cotton crepe are not difficult to launder 
because no chemicals which 
lessen the strength. of the threads are 
used. In the average laundry the aim 
is, of course, to get best results with a 
minimum of time and labor, consequent- 
ly chemicals for preserving thc whiteness 
of the fabrics are employed. 

It goes without saying that sheer 
waists washed and ironed in a laundry 
will be injured still more than substan- 
tial fabrics, so for this reason alone girls 
should make the attempt at home cleans- 
ing. 

For a trial at home laundering, wash 
and iron a mull waist. It requires no 
starch, and after a little practise with 
unstarched waists a person gains a lit- 
tle knowledge of how to iron starched

HEAVIER TRAFFIC 
IS INDICATED 


NEW YORK—On July 20 the net sur- 
plus of idle cars in the United States 
and Canada stood at 133,301, a decrease 
of 9564, or about 6 per cent, from two 
weeks before. The number idle was 
134,594, compared with 143,824: The 
shortage increased from 959 to 1293. Coal 
car surplus increased slightly from 36,- 
755 to 37,219, while the number of box 
cars decreased from 65,078 to 58,867. 

In the middle Atlantic states the most 
marked change occurred; there was a 
decrease of about 5000 idle cars, while 
two weeks ago slack traffic increased the 
total by about 7000. While the present 
number of cars in this section is con- 
siderably above the average for the past 
year, the improvement is a good sign. 
Kansas, Missouri and Colorado aiemal 
increased freight activity, which brought 
idle cars lower than at any time since 
April. Far western states showed con- 
siderable improvement, the decrease in 
idle cars amounting to about 3000, which 
is a large change for the region. To 
the rushing of the fruit crop to market 
is probably due the heavier traffic. Can- 
adian roads reported a decrease in avail- 
able carriers. 

In the middle West there was a slack- 
ening of freight offerings which increased 
the number of cars idle by about 2000.

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WASHINGTON—The total municipal 
receipts in 1908 by the 158 largest cities 
in the United States, each having an 
estimated population of 30,000 or more 
in 1908, amounted to $1,288,635,406, ac- 
cording to the ‘census bureau's annual 
report on the statistics of cities for the 
year 1908, which is now in press, 

Of the 158 largest cities 24 were “no- 
license” or prohibition cities. Of 151 
cities for which complete urns Were 
available for 1905, 1907 and 1908, there 
were 10 no-license cities in 1905, 11 in 
1907 and 21 in 1908. 

The number of places licensed for the 
sale of intoxicating liquors by the drink 
was 71,366 ih 1905, 67,131 in 1907 and 
63,874 in 1908. This decrease was not 
confined to any section of the country, 
but is apparent in every group of states 
except in certain of the Rocky mountain 
states. The decrease has been most 
marked in the cities of the South At- 
lantic states. 

The receipts from liquor licenses and 
taxes by 151 cities increased from $30,- 
810,883 in 1905 to $39,234,223 in 1907 and 
to $41,950,188 in 1908, on account of a 

~general increase in the amount of license 
fees. 

The largest number of places licensed 

to sell by the drink in proportion to 
pepution is shown for the cities of 

exas, Wisconsin and New York; and 

the smallest number for the cities of 
Pennsylvania, Massachusetts and Ne- 
braska. 

To meet municipal payments the 158 
cities mentioned collected $652,334,580 
from taxes, licenses, special assessments 
and other revenues, and borrowed $500,- 
905,414. The balance of the mynicipal 
receipts,,amounting to $135,395,502, was 
made up of refunds, investments dis- 
posed of by city funds and general trans- 
fers. : 
The totah munbdiph? receipts, there- 
fore,, amounted to §1,288,635.496, and 
were made up of 37.2 per cent from taxes 
and other general reyenues; 4 per cent 
fram special assessnients; .4 per cent 
from services performed by city depart- 
ments; 38.9 per ‘cent from loans, and’ 
14.5 per cent from refunds, general trans- 
fers and miscellaneous sources. 

Taxes and other general revenues, in- 
cluding licenses and permits, fines and 
forfeits, and subventions, grants and 
gifts, were the chief source of revenue 
for nearly every city, Receipts from the 
general property tax formed the chief 
item of general revenue, and for the 
cities of Massachusetts, New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Iowa, Louisiana, Virginia 
and Georgia, compriapd more than 75 
percent of the total: ; |

by the United States Steel Corporation for

— the quarter ended June 30 was a most 
Situation | favorable exhibit. The net earnings of 
|| $40,170,960 for the period show an increase 
| of,more than $2,500,000 over the preceding 
~ quarter. When it is realized that this gain 
was made in the face of an increase in wages during the three 
months: amounting to $2,500,000, lower prices for steel products 
and the suspension of Sunday work at the mills, the character of 
the report will be the more appreciated. And the average man 
will begin to wonder what the financier has been pessimistic about. 
‘Although the item of unfilled tonnage was not as favorable as that 
of the report for the first quarter of the year, it shows an increase 
of about 200,000 tons over the corresponding quarter of last year 
and nearly 1,000,000 tons over the corresponding quarter of 1908. 

The steel situation is generally regarded as a very accurate 
barometer of the industrial conditions of the country, and the report 
of the United States Steel Corporation just issued may be considered 
a successful refutation of the assertion made by certain interests 
that business is on the ragged edge. True, there has been a scaling 
down of prices in the securities markets that has caused grave 
apprehension, but of all the reasons given for this reaction it cannot 
be attributed to the falling off in business. There has been some 
recession natural to the enormous and rapid expansion of the past 
two years, but conditions in general are good. Crop prospects at 
present are far from unfavorable, taking the situation as a whole. 
President W. C. Brown, of the New York Central lines, who has 
just returned from a trip as far west as the Missouri river, is quoted 
as saying that crops are exceptional in quality if a little less in 
quantity, and that with normal conditions prevailing until Sept. 1 
there will be an abundant harvest. 

The volume of business that is being handled by the railways 
of the country is exceptionally heavy. Gross returns continue to 
break previous records. Net revenues are showing smaller gains 
because of higher operating costs, but in the main there 1s nothing 
to discourage, or to cause apprehension. When commodity prices 
have been reduced to normal figures and the cost of living comes 
down to a reasonable basis, as may be expected, it will enable us 
more clearly to see the great prosperity which abounds. The 
elimination of extravagances and the practise of a reasonable degree 
of economy by both corporations and individuals will aid most 
largely in bringing about the much-desired results.

misunderstanding between; two — friendly 
nations. This country has been happy in 
that it has been able to pursue its destiny quite free from the 
intervention’ or diplomatic meddling of other powers. This was 
shown to be the case when Napoleon III. at the time of the Mexican 
fiasco tried to get the powers to retard the progress of the United 
States; it was shown again in the war with Spain, when certain 
continental powers found it impossible to make a_ concerted 
movement of advice or interference against this country and were 
forced to satisfy themselves in the columns of the foreign comic 
press. .‘But it will be observed that in both these cases the idea 
of intervention came from powers of a weight that made their 
object and ambition clear enough. 

In the case today, the idea is broached by a small and hardly 
recognized power, that can only gain its own object by enabling 
a great power in turn to gain what it may desire. Its proposal 
has met with the answer that it deserved and that was to be 
expected. In Nicaragua as in Liberia Germany has seen that the 
plans of the United States are no more than any country so situated 
would make, and that toward Nicaragua the action of our 
sovernment no more than represents a desire that order, may be 
restored and a source of irritation removed. The continued 
recognition of this fact by Germany shows that great powers 
today are not lightly to be dragged into misunderstandings and 
that they all of them, whether they like it or not, feel the duty 
of peace and goodwill. 

Since the days of Frederick the Great, the posture of Germany 
toward the United States has been one of friendship, and on that 
fact we may congratulate ourselves. There’ are duties cast on 
great powers that are sometimes excused to smaller, and these 
are clamped with responsibility. Perhaps the most prominent of 
these duties is the preservation:of the world’s peace; the peace that 
lets the husbandman sleep sound of nights; that gives the merchant 
and the artisan the time to prop up the state with industry 
undisturbed: that sees the mother and children about the quiet 
fireside and hears their innocent happiness. Tlie German has always 


loved these things, and now with the American’ seeks to 


reserve them.

Therefore, it is held, such combinations 
benefit the consumer. There is no question 
as to the soundness of the first claim. The 
dithculty which we encounter in attempting 
to measure values by any _ generally 
acceptable rule prevents us from determining 
the price of articles in common use today in comparison with that 
which they commanded in former times, but the most. striking 
proot of the fact that production has been cheapened is to be found 
in the circumstance that hundreds of things which were once 
recognized luxuries and only possessed by the few are now regarded 
as common necessities and are within the reach of all. 

The combination of New England, New York and Baltimore 
mill owners just announced is a step along what we have come to 
regard as a natural line of progress. ‘he capital of the new 
corporation, $20,000,000, is large, but in these days of great things 
is not big enough to startle us. Twenty years ago we might have 
felt some alarm over the announcement that twenty-two great 
factories, the makers ot thirty-six brands of practically staple goods, 
had consolidated; but we take it now as a matter of course. We 
are not awestricken even when we learn that among the mills is 
one which has recently celebrated the centenary of its existence, 
because we know that some of the oldest and greatest of our 
industrial concerns have become old and great by reason of the 
ability which they have displayed from time to time through their 
history in adapting themselves to changed economic conditions. 

We may deplore, as a matter of sentiment, the absorption of 
the lesser institutions by the greater, but it would be folly for us 
to close our eyes to the fact that change is inevitable, and that it 
is Only through change that existing economic conditions can be 
improved. It is better that the smaller concerns should be merged 
than that they should, through resistance to the inevitable, be 
altogether crushed. The present processes of consolidation and 
combination will continue to operate until out of them shall emerge 
a system which will come nearer meeting the requirements of 
the masses. 
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WHETHER or not a new party has heen 
seriously founded in Pennsylvania, events 
must decide. If what has taken place be 
but the temporary cohesion of discontented 
or disappointed elements in politics in 
Pennsylvamia, the new “Keystone*’ party 
will not last long. If, on the other hand. 
it represents the union for practical results 
of those that wish good government for the 
people and are willing to fight for it until 
they get it, without care for their own personal interests or 
ambitions, it represents something that is of the greatest importance 
to all citizens that would do their duty. It but gives a chance to 
show that if men that seek the welfare of the country and its 
right government will only take the trouble to unite, to work 
together and to cast their conjoined votes with such care and 
precision that they cannot but make a significant showing even 
though a minority, they cannot but gain a standing that no amount 
of personal and individual protestation could ever have gained 
for them. No politician will ever disregard any party that can 
cast more than a dozen votes; the arithmetic of his profession 
forbids it. 

But to men that leave their old parties or have never belonged 
to any, the public is very apt to attach the name of “mugwump.” 
This has come to be in many ways a term of reproach, and it has 
deserved to be when it represents no more,.than a man that objects 
to everything and mistakes a love of dialectic for a conscience. 
Like Sam Weller’s postboys and donkeys, they dry up and disappear. 
Yet these are only a part of that body of men. who, filled with 
Savage indignation with wrongs and abuses, have refused to 
stomach the stale compromise of party and have declared for an 
idea. Of such was Luther, of such was Algernon Sidney: to their 
company belonged Jefferson and Garrison, and today thev have 
followers all over the land that, nevertheless. are wel] nigh voiceless. 
In politics the Americans do not look ahead; it is not to be doubted 
that a great idea may be enforced by ‘a revolution, but it js 
cheaper to concede the idea and forego the revolution. But to 
effect this result, we must use the ballot and match every step of 
those that abuse it for their own bad ends, with its exercise within 
the law as is our right. It is of no use to form a temporary 
party for righteousness and then after the elections have it sink 
down like a deflated balloon, but it must be a party that shall be 
as eager and bold for right after as before the vote. and as much 
prepared to labor for it. 

The movement in Pennsylvania, if incited by generous impulses 
and a desire to save the commonwealth from its enemies, cannot be 
dismissed as a “mugwump' ferment. The “insurgent” of today 
is the “mugwump” of yesterday, and he must have the sympathy 
of fair-minded men, because his tendency js toward the light and 
not away from it. The two names no more than represent that 
man who will not brook authority when it seeks to uphold sophistry 
and the somewhat rancid wisdom of selfish triumph. 
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THE converted steam yacht, the Hornet, | 
now fitting at New Orleans, is for the | 
moment the object of some attention. This 
is so because representatives of the Madriz 
government in Nicaragua are reported to 
be about to protest to the United States 
government, on the ground that she is 
vessel of war fitting out to be used against

Madriz faction be one “de facto” or “de jure,” is not a question 
that concerns us at this writing. The United States mav not 
admire Senor Madriz very much, and it may not care for his 
methods and it may think, as probably our readers do, that he cuts 
a figure by no means agreeable to civilized eves. There is much 
that happens in Nicaragua that is not of profit. and there is much 
that tries the patience in the wanton misbehavior of its nominal 
President and his ofheials. When the national flag of Nicaragua 
shall flap over a peacetul and united country, the United States 
will cheerfully resign the young republic to the full enjoyment of

Central Americayg state with the means of continuing a struggle 
that has done much harm and shown no particular profit, so long 
must the United States be prepared to do all it can to discourage 
such proceedings. 

We do not know enough of the real state of affairs about the 
Hornet; we do not know what signs of preparation for warlike 
use she presents or how definite the information may be which has 
been given to the government. It must be defmite to a certain 
degree in order to affect the United States with notice that a

[t is by the foolish or mercenary interference with the affairs 
of other powers, that its citizens make for a government trouble 
and annoyance, and sometimes out of a trifling beginning cause 
to spring up crises of much gravity. This country cannot let any 
“Jenkins ear’ interfere with the steady development of thoroughly 
good understanding between it and the South American republics. 
The slightest favor shown to adventurers or to’ those that are 
willing to make money out of an internecine struggle that disgraces 
humanity will in such a case as that of the Hornet show the world 
that we have forgotten those rules of justice and duty for which 
we contended so strenuously at Geneva and involve tlhis country 
In a contradiction that hereafter may prove to be a costly precedent 
In international law.
